REUARKABLK SPEBD AT WHICH 
MANY DOGS CAN BUN. 

Comparatively few people reallx* 
of what remarkable speed dogs are 
capable, says the London Mail. 
Some remarkable statistics in re- 
gard to this have been gathered by 
M. Dusolier, a French scientist. 

After pointing out the marvelous 
endurance shown by little fox t«r> 
riers who follow their masters pa- 
tiently for hours while the latter are 
riding on bicycles or in carriages, 
he says that even greater endurano* 
is shown by certain wild animals 
that are akin to dogs. 

Thns a wolf can run between 50 
and 60 miles in one night, and an 
Arctic fox can do quite as well, if 
not better. 

Nansen met oae ef thes« foxes on 
the the ice at a point more than 70 
miles northwest »f the Saanibow 
Territory, which is 480 miles from 
the Asiatic coast. Eskimo and 
Siberian dogs can travel 45 miles 
on the ice in five hours, and ther* 
is one case on record in which • 
team of Eskimo dogs traveled six 
and a half miles in 28 minutes. 

According to M. Dusoler the speed 
of the shepherd dogs and these used 
for hunting ranges from 10 to 15 
yards a second. EnglLah setters 
and pointers hunt at the rate of 18 
to 19 miles au hour, and they oan 
maintain this speed for at least two 
hour>. 

Foxhounds are extraordiBarily 
swift, as is proved by the fact that 
a dog of this bre«d once beat a 
thoroughbred horse, covering foar 
miles in six minutes and a half, 
which was at the iat« of nearly 18 
yards a second. 

Greyhounds are the swiftest of 
all four-footed creatures, and their 
speed may be regarded as equal to 
that of carrier pigeons. English 
greyhounds, which are carefully 
selected, aud which are used for the 
coursing, are able to cover, at full 
gallop, a space between 18 aud 23 
yards every second. 

How gieat an aobieTsment this is 
may be judged from the fact that a 
thoroughbred horce rarely, if ever, 
exceeds nineteen yards. Moreover, 
it is said, that a hare at its greatest 
speed never goes faster than at the 
rate of 18 yards. 

These interesting statisties are 
exciting mach comment anoBg 
sportsmen and other lovers of dogs, 
and the opinion is unanimous that 
M. Dusolier has fully proved the 
right of the greyhounds to rank as 
the swiftest of quadrupeds. Ex- 
press engines only surpass th*m.

hearing people. Surely the deaf 
are now as good citizens as any. 
It was remarked b}' Mr. Berg at 
the banquet that that he had never 
seen so polite and refined behavior 
of the deaf as at this reunion.

Mrs. Eliza Godfrey was born in 
the Isle of Man, between Englainl, 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland, on 
the 22d day ot October, 1826. 
When she was two years old her 
parents came across the Atlantic 
Ocean with her to take a perma- 
nent abede at Albany, N. Y. At 
the age of nine years Mrs. (Jodfi-oy 
attended the New York Institution, 
then at 60th Str-eet, in Old New 
York City, and was a graduate of 
the class of 1846, with the excep- 
tion of being sick at home one 
year. 

Mrs. Godfrey was married to 
Mr. John Godfrey by Rev. Mr. 
John (!lark, a hearing minister of 
Albany, N. Y., on .Fanuary 6th, 
I860.

She seeks to hold each pei- 
son individually for all the moneys 
collected from debenture holders 
and paid out, for whatever purpose, 
except such as was paid to the* de- 
benture holders themselves. 

" She wants all dividends on 
stock accounted for as well as the 
salaiies and expenses of the officers, 
all fees and all commissions. She 
v^ants all parties brought into 
court and the money thus collected 
held for the benefit of those who 
were induced to buy debentures. 

"She brings her suit iu behalf of 
all the debenture holders, thus 
making it possible for all to come 
into court without bringing 
separate actions. Mrs. Leib makes 
some strong allegations. She s.i.\ s 
it was a schem ' clefraod the 
public. 

"She makes her claim for re- 
covery of the amount which she 
and others paid in, on the ground 
of fraud. She paid in $210.80 aud 
drew out $85.70, and claims judg- 
ment for $125.10. According to 
her petidon, she seeks to compel 
the stockho ■ > individuals, to 

accotmt foi (). 

" Mi-s. l-«il) charges that the 
officers grossly mismanaged affairs 
and paid stockholders large sums 
of money as dividends when they 
were not profits, paid themselves 
other money as salaries and p : 
out other largesnms as commissi , 
and fees all of which was a fraud 
on the debenture holdei-s. 

"The only capital stock of the 
company was the $26,0tX) on de- 
posit with the State Treasurer, and 
its only legitimate income Ihe in- 
terest on that money. 

" Mrs. I>«ib I 
accounting af i i 

a judgment against «ach officer 
and stockholder. Messrs. R. M. 
Ditty, D. B. Sharp and James A. 
Allen filed the snit." 

A Cincinnati judge decided that 
the Debenture Companies were lot- 
teries, pure and simple, and those 
who were l>amboozled into investing 
in (hem could bring suit against 
(he officers of the concerns foi full 
amount paid in, besides holding 
them liable to a fine of fifty dollars 
according to a State law ag;. 
lotteries. The late John L.i... 
whoso widow brings the «uit, a year 
or so before his death was prevailed 
upon to invest some of his spare 
capital in the company. Of cours« 
at that time he was like many 
othei-8 innocent or unaware that 
fraud was being practiced upon 
him. There are several other deaf 
hereabouts who wet e lured into a 
similar snare. 

One of the lawyers for Mrs. Leib, 
Mr. James A. Allen, was a foimer 
teacher in the Institution here. We 
have no idea as to the outcome of the 
case, but we hope those who put 
money in the said company will at 
least get part of it back.

CALLAUDET HOME FOR 
DEAF-MUTES. 

T^HE carefully prepared plans for 
' the new building on the old 
site, to be flre-proof and adapted to 
the needs of fifty inmates, each 
having a separate room, call for 
$48,400 to complete the structure 
with its inside wood and iron work. 

The Building Fund now amounts 
to $48,160.38. Ten thousand ($10,-
